To this 
view the army oltieors aro, of course, un- 
willing to agree, and they contend that the 
army is as necessary oil land as the navy 
is uii water. Meantime, recruiting lan- 
guishes in consequence of toe bet- 
ter opportunities mid income m 
c.viiiau employment, and the uimy is with 
ililiieuliy muuituinud at a lair standard oi 
elbcicUcj. ling. and limls niuat ot her beat 
troops io-da) in India, where tho soldiers' 
wuges utter a sutuciiiit temptation to the 
bo.d and naidy allium^ too natives and 
wo, re tnu men arc must obedient to drill. 
In Airica, loo, it is said that the Soudanese 
under British command, make splendid 
soldicis.

Tne Cz»r oxer- 
cii-es ilie authority in special instances of 
dispensing with tho fonns of trial for 
political crimes, and Shamuikin will 
nominally be sent to Sibeiia. Rus- 
Russian cxisles in London, however, smilo 
in a ghastly way at the BUggebtion of any 
punishment as mild as Siberia for any one 
who came so close to the actual murder of 
the Czar. They say that if he is kept alivo 
it is probable- only because ho has not con- 
fes-cd enough, and if he survives the horrors 
of the prison he will die under the knout. 
A Russian refugee nutned Sasanow his even 
gone so far as to suggest that Shuinoikin i3 
probably being utilized for vivisection pur- 
poses in the new surgical institute recently 
opened with great display at St. Peters- 
burg, and in which vivisection is 
a great specialty. The police have 
succeeded in arresting a large number 
of Sh uneikin's fellosv conspirators, but two 
of the leaders are said to luve made their 
escape into Roumania as soon as tho cap- 
ture of their principal was known. 

HIS ONI HUNDREDTH BIRTHDAY. 

To-day Sir Provo William Parry Wnllis, 
admiral of the British fleet, complet, d his 
lOOih year.

INSCRIBED STOCK BILL, 

said, as this is the first Act of the kind in- 
troduced here, it is desirable to explain 
somewhat fully its olijeoi It will be ob- 
served that lb. s Act is not for I In- purpose 
of raising a loan, but to uuthoiizo the 
Government to cnangu the present existing 
loans fr in the form of Debenture Loans 
into the form of Inscribed Stock, unci a so 
to muke the Usuu of fuiuie loans in the 
same form. It will be noticed that section 
one of the Act refers to an Imperial Act, 
No. 59 of 1887, which Imperial Act makes 
provision lor the inscription of coluniul 
debts in London. Tina Imperial Act was 
passed with the object or assisting the 
dependencies of the Empire in their 
ficnuciul arrangements. A province or 
colony desiring to take advantage of the 
In-.peiiiil Act has to comply wilh certain 
requirements and arrange wilh a banker 
for inscription. It can then bo registered 
under this Act by the Commissioner of 
Inland Revenue at Somerset House, whets 
all pjuticttluiB can be had with re.-peut to 
the loans of the colony. Thin a colony 
that has been ab e to take advantage of this 
registration has a i-ort of standing given it 
by the Imperial Government winch other 
countries do not enjoy, and this gives c in- 
fideuce to investors, I have no doubt, Mr. 
Speaker, that you quiie understand the 
difference between the form of our present 
loans and that of inscribed stock. In 
the present form debentures repre- 
sent: the investment mule in the 
loans, mere d ben lures being lor 
sums of not less than one hundn d pounds 
each. They can be truntferrod almost like 
bank nous, and have to be as carefully 
kept. Inscribed stock, on the other hand, 
is not represented by debentures at all. 
When stuck is purchased it is registered at 
tile hank at which it is domiciled to the 
credit of the purchaser. He need take no 
furl her trouble al out it ; the bank takes all 
the responsibility and p ivs him his interest, 
he has no trouble about keeping his deben- 
tures safely, and takes no risk of their be- 
ing lost if burned Ii he sells he has to 
sign the transfer at the hank or appoint a 
proxy to sign for him. In this way any 
small amount of slock can be 
subscribed, instead of in large sums, 
as in the esse of debentures. 
If umbers of people have only small amounts 
to invest, and by these most -of the Do- 
minion and Australian stock has been 
taken up. Thesiock brokers in London like to 
float i hese smu 1 loans. Tin- Govei nment here 
have had this matter under consideration 
for some time ; a large amount of corres- 
pondence has geme on, and it is quite as- 
sured that such a change in our financial 
methods will bd of great advantage. One 
of the first financiers of the day. Mr. Currie, 
ot the great banking hoti-e of Glyn, Mills, 
Currie & Co., the fiuancial advisers of the 
Indian Government, recommends that this 
province should issue Inscribed stock and 
consolidate its debts. He assures us it will 
add to the credit of the province. Such an 
advice from such a source is, I feci, suffi- 
cient for ns. The great advantage to the 
province will be t'<at it will get a financial 
standing in the money marketsihat itiloesnot 
now possess. | At the present time it is vir- 
tually unknown. Its bonds from their 
form are not quoted and are not a market- 
able commodity, in the way that other 
colonial securities are. It has one loan ut 

and another at (> per cent This at once 
casts a shade on its standing, for the 
general public, and, as we know, its deben- 
tures are held merely by original buyers — a 
very good investment for them — but not a 
good investment for the general body, and 
not liked on the market. The Bonds of 
British Columbia, to-day, for instance, are 
at §1.22 for the 6 per cent. 1877. These 
bonds represent, therefore, a diminishing or 
wasting security, as what cost £120 will 
in about fifteen years only be worth £100. 
Such securities are theretoro not reliable to 
trusties and small buyers— as a matter of 
fact they are not in the market, 

With inscribed stock, having a low rate 
— say not over '.ih per cent.— of interest, 
the province would bo before the world, 
and as it s'eadily p iya its interest and 
sinking fund and shows, in other ways, it- 
stability, its loan would gradually appre- 
ciate in value' lis credit would be a h'xi d 
fact, so that in the future when a loan was 
wanted there would be no trouble about it. 
Tile market quotations would at once fix 
the price for it. 1 might lurther say, in 
connection wi h this aJbject, that the iu 
aerial ion of .-toeli is under! '.Iv n in London 
*V :6j? WWW renewed in-titutlom The 
TJ A t,k of England, Ulyu, Mills, Currie k Co., 
The London and Westminster and Barings 
— md an ins ript ion of oi r loan by one of 
them would b ■ a guarantee at one ) of it* 
success. It gives virtually the Imprima- 
tur of the liank to our credit. 
I have spoken of the advantages to us, as 
far as the st Hiding of credit goes. In ad- 
dition to this, we shou'd reap an immediate 
pecuniary advantage it we succeeded in con- 
solidating the existing loans, as on them we 
now pay annually, for inter* st and sinking 
fund $120,488, but when c msolidated by u 
SO year loan, our annual payment would 
not exceed for interest and sinking fund 
$90,452, thus saving $30,000 yearly, In ad- 
dition to this we release for the immediuti 
use of the pro\ ince about $300,000, sinking 
fund now lying idle in London. The plan o 
dealing with this large sum is for after c in 
sideration, we miglu invest it in such a way 
us to pay with the annual saving already 
alluded to, more than the total interest on 
the new loan of a million dodars or so now 
proposed. We should then stand in (he 
position of having borrowed another mi Lion 
and vet b ving less to pay out yearly fo 
our debts than we hive to pay now. But, 
sir, I do not place this saving as the most 
important cons deration, 1 to consider tn at 
what 1 have before referri d is what shoul 
principally guide US, and that is the stand 

ing of the province. It is most importan 
to have the Loans of th- province doinieil • 
with one of the great hous s What an in 
vestor wants is a m irket the security o 
which shall not be subj ct to interfeivno 
within any reasonable period, ami whicl 
has a tendency to increase i 
value. Such a Security, so dm. 
pl'ed would make our standing a certaiut.i 
'We should certain'y w ml mote money i 
t ,e fir lire lor developing ' ur rcsour.es 
We ought, therefore, to hive a fixed me 
regular ere lit. The Dominion of ('an d 
ptinl £3,10 per oetlt, and burs would pro 
bably be £3,15 at lirst.

Mit. Cotton said be was heartily m a< 
cord .vith the Government in 'he prop s 
tiou to change our debt from the form of dl 
b ot rest t o that of stock.

to those, already n lined, imsinuoh as Brill i 
C'dutnbiil sto.-k won d bo available for pin 
poses of investment by trustees. With in- 



scribed stock we should always find a niar- 
ket, a fact which would make our stock the 
more dosi ruble. He also spoke of the high 
position ot Gyu, Mills, Currie tt Co., tl e 
provincial agents of the province in Lon- 
don. He would like to know how the 
sinking fund would he ilea t with in con- 
neetion with the inscribed stock Would it 
be by drawing, as was the case wi'h some 
securities? This, he presum id, the Financ- 
Minister would explain at a later stage. 
Til- revenue of the province was ample for 
its current expenses, and in add turn for 
considerable public works ; but the time 
had come when the province wanted more 
of I bent 

The bill was read a second time. 

DEBT CONSOLIDATION. 

Hon. Mil. TuKNER moved the second 
rending of the Debt Conso'ida'ion Bill also 
to provide for a loan of £700,000 sterling. 
He said he did not I hank it wi-e at. the pre- 
sent time to place all ihe details before the 
House, They would tike some t m" to 
elaborate. M antime reliance must be had 
in I In: Government It was proposed that 
I he loan should not be more 111 in per 
cent. It might be lower. As to the dis- 
position of the sinking fund he could not 
now give explanations ; hut our payments 
both for sinking fund and interest would be 
less than under the old loans, the duration 
of i lie loan being much longer. The Gov- 
ernn.ent had to uscertain, all things c in- 
sidereal, which was the hi st form 
of sinking fund. The Loan I! II 
explained it-clf. He believed the 
money would be got at 3 per cent., which, 
he thought, was a good character lor B it- 
ish Columbia. On the 30th dune, 1802, 
owing to the large expenditui es on public 
works, surveys, etc., the province would 
require more money, and at this critical 
p riod in our history it was wise to m ike 
liberal expenditures. Tlie money would 
not he requi ed before June, 181)2, and the 
interim would give Ihe Government time to 
lake the best method and best form of get- 
ting money. 

Mr COTTON said while he approved of 
the proposal to borrow money and consoli- 
date the debt, he could not say that he ap- 
proved ihe method of u.ettin« it. He dwelt 
upon the large deficit, smoothing like 20 or 
25 per cent, of the expenditure He was 
sony to say he could not ace wheie tnis 
thing was going to end. Much of Ihe 
money which was to be spent nut of this 
loan could not be characterized as on 
capital account. Much bad been voted 
for wharves, but they only lasted 
two or three years, anil, therefore, could 
not he looked upon as permanent woi ks. 
Much of the proposed loan, moreover, was 
to be expended on our lands, and this could 
hardly be regarded as on perman- 
ent works. It could hardly be 
expected that he should be able to establish 
a financial equilibrium A time would come 
when our credit would hi; prejudiced, as 
was the casein New Zealand and other 
coloni'B. and to this we must look forward. 
Unless the Finance Minister could show 
son e better argument, he should be com- 
pelled to vote against the present lull, be- 
cause he did not think it to tie sound policy 
to inert a«e our debt at the present moment, 
{SJjjHoN. Mr. Robson was surprised at the 
position taken by the saiior member for 
Vancouver with respect to the present bill. 
He contended that the expenditure of 
money for permanent improvements in Brit- 
ish Columbia as true economy. Money at 

per cent, expen ted in British Columbia 
was good policy. The works could not be 
carried on without money, but they must 
bo undertaken, was in thai way we should 
the more readily bring British Columbia up 
to that position w hich otherwise she could 
not attain. Those who came hereafter 
would Bay this enterprising policy of carry- 
ing on great works was good. If 
we did not undertake them future 
generations would say we were un- 
worthy to lay the Inundations of the 
great empire on the Northern Pacific. 
Moreover, the senior member for Vancouver 
hail appioved the estimates to cover some 
of which money was required. The Gov- 
ernment had brought in estimates $200,000 
in excess of revenue, yet not a single mem- 
ber hud got up and challenged them. The 
true policy of the Government was to liber- 
ally spend money on public woi ks, and at 
the l allot box the people had approved this 
policy. The rural constituencies had thor- 
oughly endorsed the Govei nment, but fre- 
quently the cities did not look with a favor- 
able eye upon pub ic works in the more 
remote districts-— to which a policy like this 
was calculated to attract the people of the 
congested districts It was of the utmost 
importance that, the present bill should be 
parsed so as to .place the province in a 
sound and healthy position in the money 
markets of the world. He was satisfied 
the policy was wise and would be endorsed 
by t e cnunti y. 

Hon. Mr. Bbavbn defended the Govern- 
ment with which he had been connected 
from the charge of being a, cheeseparing 
gov'"!71!S e P$: He general y coudenmed til 
poli. y j putting so ™'.'."h money in the 
hands of the Government, which, he said, 
would only be use. I by ihein to strengthen 
themselves. He could not, he said, place 
any reliance on the figures of the Finance 
Mini-ter. 

Col. BakEB remarked that the growth 
md permanent prosperity of the province 
proved how wise the policy of the Govern- 
ment lud been, and went on to show how, 
for the continuance of that prosperity, 
mom y must be lib rally spent upon publn 
•nip ovements. 
Mu Croft contrasted the conditions nf 

his c mniiy wilh i hose of New Zealand 
where I ho debt was over $2-0 p r head, 
while here it was only about §13.15. The 
reason why New Zea and had so much debt 

vas beoiuse the money had been waste I, 
but here such was not the c tse. He denied 
I oat our increase in revenue, as had been 

lleg.d, arose out of land sales. He con - 

ra l d tlie taxation and indebtedness ol 
this province with those of theStitoof 
Washington, shotting that our people wen 
extremely lightly taxed. 

Mr HALL felt that this was a meusur 
calculated to promote the best interests ol 
the province, and deserved the heartiest 

tupport. 

Da. Milne objected lo allowing tho Gov 
" nment to have su h a sum as this at it 
disposal, lie did not think the policy ol 
ho Govornm nt bad been such as to \va- 
int the confidence in them which they de 
liri d. 

Ilos. Mit. Davib denounced the policy ol 
nossbackism, such as had been advocated 
iy gentlemen opposite; saying that ther 
yere here, as will as in Vancouver, to 
miny people who could neither utiliz 
title. r their own property or that of th 
nuniry. The policy of the leader of th 
Ippos lion was to borrow when he was i 
ifficd, hut not to b 't'row when he was nol 
. power. The Government had a go a 
itirntiso for which to borrow money, and ; 
ood po icy in the way of borrowing it 
lu concluded by vigorously denouncing tin 
nr«u mce of a eh ese-parlng policy.

GOAL .MINKS REGULATION BILL. 

Hon. Mk Robson iu lesuming the de- 
bate said that, unfortunately, he had not 
had ihe opportunity of hearing a number of 
the speeches which had been deli voted on 
this subject. lie had, however, heard 
turning others, the membi r for C'omox, who 
h id brought an array of facts ami figun s 
which had made a considerable impression 
on his mind. Unfortunate y, in the past, 
Imn. members hud bten working to a certain 
ext. nt in the daik. The weight of evidence 
in England in regard to mining matters had 
gone lo show that many of the explosions 
had been caustd by dust in mines 
which were well ventilated, whereas the 
member for the Islands had contended tint 
past explosions here had been caused by 
gas and lack of ventilation. He peisonally 
had attended the enquiry into the Nanaimo 
and We lington Hccidems and had con- 
cluded that they were i he result of dust, 
explosions, and that there was no reason to 
suppose, they were due to had v. nidation. 
Our mines were us well ventilated ami as 
well inspected as those which were to be 
found any where. Twelve months ago Mr. 
Haslum had brought in a bill to pre- 
veul the Chinese from woi king underground, 
when he(Mr. Rcbson)had betn .cd lo believe 
by Mr. Haslam as to the necessity 'if such 
iegiali.icu. It' had been charged by some 
people that that nut "'as delec ive and had 
been wilfully made defective; but he wool' 1 
say t at it had betn honestly brought in 
and adopted on theetrougth of the state- 
ments made by the I In n mi mbei for Nanaimo. 
Recently he (Mr. Robson) had looked care- 
fully into this subj. ct and had been cim- 
vinced that there was no evidence to show 
that the Chinese w. re a dan. eioiH element 
in the mines. In 1SSI), ace rding to the re- 
port of the Inspector of Mines, ad the gas 
explosions had occurred where white miners 
winked, although theie were 460 Chimse 
miners employed. In 1890, the only mm. 
woiked by Chinese was the Union, in 
which there were 150 whites and 200 
Chinese. There had, that year, been onl \ 
four slight explosions, three bring due to 
whites and only one to the Chinese. It 
was his intention, in view of all the facts, 
to vote against this bill. It was, he was 

Convinced, a mistake for hon. members io 
nave come to the conclusion, last year, thai 
the Chimse were an eh meat of danger. H- 
iow behoved, from the facts, that ihe ie 
Verse was the case. On this account, he 
•aw no reason why the Chinese should not 
be employed in ihe mines, no matter what 
the reasons were, w hy they should not I e 
employed elsewhere. Their omp'ov- 
ineut anywhere would not contribute 
is much lo the prosperity i f 
British Columbia as tuat of t lu 
v lutes. The Chinese were, in any case, an 
u idesirable element, and it was only rigi. 
ami proper to d seourage them and encour 
ige t hose who were of our own flesh am 
dood. The fact that the Chines were no 
m e ement of danger placed the coal mill 
og industry on the same fooling as othe 
industries, in which Chinese were en. 
ployed. The House had no moie right U 
LiotHte to the collieries w hat labor thej 
ihould employ thou they had to dictate ii 

nil' ratlin lies and our fiitu rs. It wa 
(i nerally conceded that the coiners coul 
nit got along without the employment .. 
Illiuese, ami the House would lie goin ; be 
ond its functions an be interfering wit 
ihe riccht ol the subject, did ii >c-U to pn 
■ nt the etupliiyineut of Chinese by priyot 
ndividtiala. But, as representing the pro . 
lip, it Imd a perfect right to make it. aeon 
1 1 1 ion that, in nil Government contracts, 
Jhinese labor should he excluded, Tin 
rouse would do well to see that it did not 
i ace itself iu a fulsn position, by dealinj 
villi one private industry as against an- 
her. He felt Hint he might allude 'to the 
Unfortunate Wellington s.rike.

in to-ilny. He could not buu uny practicable 
object lor that inquiry, unless it would 
place members in posais ion of inipi'lUnt 
Bformatinn which would have b. en very 
Ufoful iii ihe present cart; Lo"king at the 
tnke from « pecuniary point of view, it had 
reyented at least u quarter of a million of 
Jollon being paid out, in naies, mid alto- 
gether had i.ost the province half a million 
dollars. The miners had a perfect right tn 
reluse to work, but they had no right, and 
should not be allowed to loilow any course 
■which trenched up m the rights ot others, 
The Illinois had not only rcfu-ed to work at 
Wellingt m, but had endeavored to pre- 
venr.und intiinidaio oihers from working. 
As to tho mot hods of tin- mimrsat WellinK- 
ton, thoir couise had, he was sure, gone a 
long way to alienate the puolio sympathy. 
They hid not omy intimidated the r fel- 
low workmen, hut hud lollowed our coal 
across the line, and had boycotted it, and 
those who sold or consumed it. They had, 
too, gone the length of bojcot- 
ting a dead nrner. Such trans- 
actions nniBt have brought the bli'Sh to 
the cheek* of tuai y an honest British Col- 
umbian. He could not for his own part 
understand how a coal miner, because he 
belonged to a union, could act US the strik- 
es did to honest brother miners in 
order to prevent them earning an honest 
living, and, in addition, act us tin y had 
done towards a dead miner. Mr. Robfton 
saiditwou d make one blushtu lnai of amiuer 
saying that, lie Would give his right hand to 
hear of an explosion in one of th pits. He 
(Mr. Robson) did not know that the union 
could he compared with that secret organ- 
ization in St. Louis, but their ways were 
societ and dark. The only reason of the 
Wellington strike had been proved to b,- 
because the colliery owners would not allow 
the miners' union a say in the management 
of their mines. He had voted for the bill 
of last ses-ion ill good faith, because coal 
mining was recognized as a hazm dous em- 
ployment, and he had been only too glad to 
past a hill I h.it in any way woold tend to 
remove the eh ment-s which had hrouuht 
about such terrible catastrophes as had hap 
pened. The union, it must be said, had 
done all it could to p iralyzn one of the most 
impo taut industries of the province, and 
ull the facts hud led him to strongly object, 
as he now did, io anything that would 
tend to inc ease the power of the 
miners' union. He believed as an 
ubstract principle that the true relation be- 
tween capital and labor was lint of a 
friendly arrangement. Were capital to 
organize, organized labor could never stand 
against it. LiOair had a right lo make al 
its arrangements, and so had cap t il. These 
rights must he re>pectcd. Weie this not 
ihe case we should come io troub e. Labor 
would, he was BaliRQed, find out in the end 
itsgravemist.ikc in thnsantagoniziniroupitaL 
It could not sueces-fully array itself against 
capital. The on'y rule by which capital 
and labor should be go Veined was tho 

f olden rule. He ha t in this debate felt 
ound to suy many things which to him 
were painful, but he believed it right to 
say them. The proper course, in his 
opiiii al, to pursue \\a to adjourn 'he 
second reading of this bill 'i 1 another bill, 
that of Mr. Cioft, now before the House, 
had been disposed of. Ho should therefore 
move to udjonrii the eel ate until Mr. 
Croft's Coal Mine Regulation Bill had been 
dealt with. Were that hill defeated, few 
members would he-itate to make tho pre- 
Si nt act pei f ct, if the House decided i hat 
it should remain on the Statute liook. 

The SPEAKER ruled thai the Premier 
having already moved tho adjournment of 
this dubate and spoken upon the meimre, 
could not again move such adjourn- 
ment. 

Mlt. Foilster cited the Premier's speech 
of last session, in which he had strongly 
supported Mr. Haslatn's Bill, and generally 
reviewed the debute on l lie other side of 
this question. He did not wish, he said, to 
advocate this measure on any ground other 
than that of the sib ty of the miners. He 
pointed out that the Wellington miners had 
themselves been the first to agitate against 
the employment of Chinese in the mines 
and tint Ninniino and Wellington compa 
nies had carried out the change. He (Mr. 
Forstei) represented both union and non- 
union m n, and wished to suy that the 
Chinee had their own unions, as well as 
the whites, and eventually there would he 
trouble with thein. In the north of 
England ihe miners had their 
union*, and it was there found 
easier to deal with the unions than with 
those who were not union men The great 
question of to-day was to provide for the 
safety of the mines. To secure this, m n 
must be kept out of mines who did not 
understand English and those who were 
cowurds. There were English spt-aking 
men who should Le kept out of mines just 
us much as the Chinese. Rut the Chinese 
wen; the representatives of a petrified 
civilization; they were, moreover, latal sts, 
and, after the Nanaimo explosion, when 
everything had been cleared away, would 
not go down until the high priest hud 
driven the devil out of the mine. The 
Chinamen never paid any attention to 
dungtr from giB ; provided the devd had 
been clu.-ed out of th) mine, it was all 
right. Where you found one while man 
ignorant, superstitious and cowardly, it 
was the exception to find one Chinaman w ho 
had not tuiso characteristics. He ud- 
mittid that the Chinaman was a iliplomrt, 
he would never toll it lie or anotuer man 
hud dono wiong, but White men, knowing 
that their baleiy depended mi their own 
actions, would not screen u fellow white 
m. m, hut looked for ihe s.fety of the whole 
of them. On a train every thing depended 
on the- engineer, hut in a mine the eoniiuon 
safety Uipended upon every our of 
tin- miner'. He would not toy aiiyth ng 
■ against, the ventilation of the Wellington 
or Nana mo mines. Tiny Wcie ventilated 
as well as possible, t ut the; e remained 
other things mi which sateiy dep nded, and 
any little inistuko might imo.ve the turn- 
ing of the air in knottier d reftiun, with di- 
sastrous results. 'Ill re muse he intelli- 
gent inen all over the mine. General y, 
coroner's inquests did not give a full view 
of. tho ease. In the teport of the Inspector 
of Mines, in 1870, it was shown that one 
nc. i.teut at H e I ngton was directly ir«ce- 
able-to uClniiaiu.ii, and so i he Coroner's 
jury decided In ino-t cases it w as deter- 
m ri "il tin t ucoidents had been cau-ed by 
blow n out shots ; but, if the head could 
sjnali and ull tin; facts he obttt'.md, it 
Would be shovvu that ihi re hid been enro- 
lls n as on the put of some erne.

A SUGAR KING. 

The inhabitants of the Pacilic States are 
beginning to wonder whether what they 
have heard of sugar being admitted into 
the United Sta'es free of duty 19 true. Th« 
change, which is suid to have taken place 
on the firstdayoi the present month, is no i yet 
perceptible on this side of the continent. 
The people, therefore, are wondering who 
it is that is get'ing I lie benefit of the change 
in the sugar tariff. They expected cheap 
sugar after the first of April, but they me 
disappointed. How is this? they ask. The 
reason is plain enough. The sugar refilling 
business is in the hands of monopolists. 
They control the whole trade. Each inon 
opoly has its own territory, and they have 
agreed not to trespass upon each other's 
preserves. Tho sugar trusts divide the 
Eustern section of the Union between them, 
and Glaus Spreckels has for his share the 
Western section. Clans, on this side of the 
Rocky Mountains, is, as far as sugar in 
concerned, monarch of all he surveys. Ever) 
one who wants to buy sugar must buy from 
him, or from some dealer whom he supplies. 
A Portland groc r, not long ago, 
feeling the Spreckels' yoke galling, 
ordered several carloads of sugar 
from New ¥ork. He was taught such n 
lesson by the sugar king of the Pacific coast 
that he will not repeat the operation in a 
hurry. A day or two before his sugar 
arrive 1 in Portland, there was a sudden fal 
in the price of sugar, an 1 the importer from 
the east was obliged to sell at a heavy loss 
Other merchants benefit from this mun's 
dearly bought experience, and continuo to 
get their supply of sugar from the Spreckels 
refiner, es. 

Still there are some rebels at heart. These 
Btiff-nec'ced d alers are looking about them 
for some r 'lief from the iron ruleof Spreckels. 
They k iow that a very fair article of re 
fined ngar is mule in China, and, notwith- 
standing the Califoi nian's avcrsoo to Chinese 
cheap labor, they are looking for he p from 
the inhabitants of the Flowery Land. Su.ar 
can be laid down at any port on the L'acili • 
coast at SO a ton when carried by steam 
ship, and for S. - >.o0 if carried by sailing ves- 
sels. The propositi plan is to make large 
importations of Chines,; refined sugar and 
undersell Spreckels in the Pacific coist in ir- 
ket. It is to be hoped th it this stroke for 
freedom will bs successful, and that the 
tyrant Spreckels will be b;fore long laid 
low. When reading of the tyranny exer- 
cised by these sugar kings in the United 
Stites, one is led to conclude that the free- 
dom which our neighbors boast of so loudly 
is considerably qualified by the restrictions 
placed upon it by ignoble and irresponsible 
tyrants, who compel the free born citizens, 
much against their will, to pay them tri- 
bute. 



intentional. II the law makers of the R - 
pubic intended that the President, in his 
proclamation, Bhou'il assert exclusive 
sovereignty over all tho waters of 1'.' hring's 
Sea they could easily have found language 
to express their intention so clearly and so 
explicitly that it would be impossible for 
the moat ingenious lawyer to misinterpret 
it. 

In view of the mistiness of the wording of 
the proclamation we are not surprised to ee 
that an influential New York journal 
offered a large reward to anyone who would 
show where the United States had in any 
pu'dic document laid claim to the sovereign- 
ty of the part of the Pacilic Ocean known 
as Bohring's Sea. It is certainly not done 
in the President's proclamation. For any- 
thing that appears to the contrary in that 
document, "tho waters of Bohring's Sea 
within the dominion of tho United Stites" 
do not extend beyond a marine league from 
the shore of Alaska. This proclamation, to 
which so much importance wnsattauhed 
when it first appeared, is really a modest 
and harmless document. All that it does is 
to warn people from trespassing on the ter- 
ritory of the United States for the purpose 
of killing fur seal and other 
fur-bearing animals. This no one 
as far as we know wants to do. British 
subjects at any rate have no desire to 
poach on the territory of Alaska. They 
are perfectly willing lo accord to the Gieat 
Republic the same rights, as regards terri 
tory on this side of the continent, as all 
foreign nations accord to her every" here. 
Tnt-y hive no sympathy with the s al 
hunter, who is caught pursuing his vocation 
within three miles of Alaska territory, and 
would not ult, r a word of complaint if he 
were punished as severely as the law 
allows, Hut they are not willing to admit 
that the United States has rights in Bell- 
ring's Sea, which no other nation in the 
world claims over a body of water of the 
same extent similarly situated. 



accomodation that Esquiihalt hurbor ullods. 
Then tho disadvantage of setting iipirt 
Constance Cove for the exclusive use of 
ships of war will be a good deal more than 
a slight' disadvantage. It is annoying to 
think that the community will be required 
to suffer loss on account of a hasty and un- 
necessary order given by an officer who 
allowed his temper to get the better of his 
judgment. 

This order, too, produced results which 
arc not so easily seen as those to which we 
have directed attention. Admiral Heneage 
is not now on the Pacific station. Whether 
his giving needless offence to a foreign nation 
had anything to do with his removal cannot 
easily ascertained. B fore the damages 
Wire ordered to he paid there must have 
bean an inquiry. Whether that enquiry 
had other results than the order to pay $400 
damages can only be a matter of conjecture. 
The British authorities do not deal very 
leniently with an oilieer who makes a mis- 
take of this kind, and those who bi lieve that 
it will be some time before Admiral Heneago 
is appointed to a position similar to ihe one 
ha occupied on the Pacific Coast may not bo 
greatly mistaken.

THE PRESIDENTS PROCLAMA- 
TION. 

The President of the United States has 
issued th,i usual proclamation relative to 
killing otter, mink, sable, fur seal or other 
fur-bearing animals within the limits of 
Alaskan territory, or, rather, within the 
waters thereof, The proclamation is rather 
ambiguous in its definition as to what are 
the waters of Alaska territory. It states 
thai, 

Section .'$ of the Aet entitled " An act to 
provide f ,r the protection of salmon an I 
salmon fisheries of Alaska, approved March 
2, 1880, proudos tint section 1956 of the 
rovhjvd statutes (the one quoted above) in 
hereby declared to include and apply 
to all dominion of the United States and 
the waters of Bohring'a Sea." 

Further on the proc lunation 

" IL reby warns all persons against en- 
tering the waters of Belli ing's Sea within 
tho dominion of the United States for the 
purpose of viola' llli( the provisions," • to. 

Noy, We think it Would puzzle even a 
Philadelphia lawyer to tell, from the terms 
of this proclamation, what are the waters of 
Bohring'a Sea within tho dominion of the 
United States. Tho ambigu.ty is, no doubt, 



requiring contributors to news- 
p ipers, whether editors, reporters or wri- 
ters of letters, to 'sign their names to theii 
articles, was introduced into i lie Legisla 
turc of Minnesota, a few days ago. Air, 
ono acquainted with the economy of a dull} 
paper knows that the measure was utti rh 
impracticable. But nothing is impossible 
or impracticable to some callow legislator-. 
They are so pulled up with their own im- 
portance and have so h go an opinion of the 
powers with which lluy are temporarily in- 
vested, that they believe there is no politi- 
cal evil which they cannot readily remedy, 
and no social grievance which they cannot 
easily redress. The Belf-sufficietit, conceited 
greenhorns rush in where experienced 
statesmen fear to tread. This is what the 
St. Paul Pioneer Press says of the measure 
devised by the wiseacres of the Minnesota 
Legislature to restrain and purify a Press, 
which (hey both hated and feared : 

" The ' idiotic bill ' requiring news-papers 
to bespatter their paper with the name- of 
all contributors to their columns was killed 
in the s nate yesterday. It is a remarkable 
thing that a measure of that sort shot! d 
have seemed a moment's serious c -nsidi ra- 
tion by any one capable of reading a news- 
paper. But its introduction is an apt 
illustration of the disposition on tho part of 
n)*ny men entrusted with legislative 
powers to meddlC With everything, and 

especially with (he things they know least 
about. TIi.su people lire consumed by an 
insane di sire to regulate everything by iaw. 
Every pi- sing caprice is embodied in a bill 
They would stretch the legislative power 
into every detail of everybody's business 
but their own. And the d n-er their 
ignorance of the subject the mo e positive 
they are that ihey know all about it. It is 
just the matters they know the h ast about 
that tiny are the most determined to 
regulate by statute." 

It is no wonder that the " idiots " of the 
Minnesota Mouse of Representatives did 
their best to muzzle newspapers which 
criticized them and their doings in this 
fashion. The impersonality of the press 
prevents their attacking newspaper 
writers with the only weapons they know 
how to handle. 



THE HUSTEDE DIFFICULTY. 

We are not much surprised to fee that 
the Imperial Government has found it ex- 
pedient to pay the owner of the German 
ship J. H. Hu^tede a liberal compensation 
for the damages which she is alleged lo 
have sustained by the hasty, and ill-judged 
action of Admiral Hen, age. to Bend a 
boat's crew from one of II. M. ships-of-war 
to remove by force a foreign ship from hi r 
anchorage was an act which would only be 
justified by the most urgent necessity. And 
there was no such necessity for the removal 
of tho Hustede. All that the Admiral had 
to do was to inform t ho Harbor Master that 
the vessel was in the way of a ship of Wai 
shortly expected to arrive, and he would have 
had her placed in some other berth with- 
out delay. But it did not suit tho imperi- 
ous Admiral to apply to the harb >r authori- 
ties. He gave orders, and when they were 
not obeyed ho had them carried out by his 
own men. 

It might have been known that such mi 
aet would be resented by the German cap- 
tain, und tint ho would apply to his own 
Government for redress. He did s i, and 
we Bee part of the result in the telegram 
alluded lo, but only part. 'The arbitrary 
and unnecessary proeet ding has been p o- 
duutivo of oilier and more serious conse- 
quences. Owing to tho representation made 
by the Admiral the merchant ships seeking I 
shelter in Esquimalt Harbor are 
:' irbidden to anchor in Constance 
Cove, the most sheltered part j 

of it. That part of the harbor has; 
been set apart for the use of ships of war, 
although thero is room enough in it for the 
men-of-war and a considerable fleet of mer- 
chant ships besides. Withdrawing that 
part of the harbor from commercial uses is 
inconvenient now, and ihe timo may not he 
far distant when it will bo found that the 
commerco of tho provinco ncadB all the 



Fha breach between tho United Stales 
and Italy is evidently getting wider. Wo 
not at all surprised lo find t hat the 
Italians are not pleased at the way in 
which many American newspapers comment, 
upon Ihe New Orleans outrage, or that 
King Humbert is ungry when he sees him- 
self made a laugh ing-stock of before the 
American public. Adding insult to injury 
is not the way to lessen the natural indigna- 
tion which the people of Italy felt when 
they heard of the murder of their country- 
men by the New Orleans mob. American 
journalists should have sympathized with 
them, for it required but. a very sligqt 
exercise of the imagination to have enabled 
them to realize how they would have felt 
under similar circumstances. But, instead 
of expressing regret that the outrage had 
been committed, a very large number of the 
American newspapers commended tho Now 
Orleans rioters for what they had done, and 
Bp ike of the Italians as if they had been 
the perpetrators of the outrage instead of 
its victims. The sneers of the American 
newspapers and the language of disparage- 
ment which was used with icspect to Italy 
an I the Italian people were not c ilculated 
to bring about a return of friendly felling! 
between the United States and Italy. On 
the contrary, the way in which the outrage 
Wh regarded by a very large proportion of 
the American press was likely to incicaso 
the irritation felt in Italy ami lo make it 
more general. 

We trust that the American people will 
come to regard the matter more seriously 
than they have hitherto done, and to make 
greater a lowance for the way in which I 
'Italians look upon the outrage, Good 1 1 el- 1 
ing and good sense, as well as an intelli- 
gent regard for their own interests, shou d j 
induce them to tukc this course. We do 
not think that a. war between the United | 
States and Italy is at all likely, but there 
is no knowing what a Government may he 
compelled to do when an angry people urge 
it to tuke extreme measures. It is just pos- 
sible that the st.ite of public feeling and 
public opinion in Italy may force the 
Italian P.r.vernincnt to go so far in the 
direction of war that it will not be able to 
withdraw. Our American neighbors would 
cease to think lightly of this dispute with 
Italy if they heard the Italian fleet was on 
its way to the United States to demand re- 
paration and apology. We do not, fur a 
moment, suppose that in the tnd Italy 
would g> t ihe better of the United SUns, 1 
but it could do great damage to the Repub- 
he before the Amei icans could place thein- 
selves in an attitude of resist. nee. 'I he I 
cities of the Atlantic seaboard would beat; 
the mercy of the Indian ironclads, and if 
they were not destroyed Ihey would have- 
to piy heavily for immunity from injury. 
Toe Americans would mike a mighty effort 
to repel the invader, but has anyone the ^ 
slightest idea how much tluc effort would 
ci.-t? But the sacrifices it would require 
can easily be avoided. It is always bad I 
policy to provoke, by taunts and sneers, a I 
friend who has reason to feel off! nded, , 
This is the course the Americans have 
taken with respect to Italy. Would it not 
be wise in them to change their tone ?

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THE WELLINGTON. STRIKE- 

To tiik Editor : — iu ji. u r itduu ui' liiis 
morning appears a lutter signed "Mechanic" 
•who .'cuius 10 think thut your comments, 
during the strike here, in regard to Uiu 
fict ion of union 4 in general; and the minora' 
union in > Wellington in particular, have 
bi i very strong. Instead of saying Wel- 
Uii ..ion, possibly he meant to say Niinainio. 
A i action in connection with the lata strike 
v/o i taken in Nanaimo, and the purpose for 
whioh such was taken, it tray he in order 
by nd bye to ventilate. "Mechanic" says: 
flltt the tii st placo.the man who has nothing 
but uia hands wheie with to euro his living, 
iti ti >t likely to support a union for the sake 
of ii nuaing himself." Now it seems to me 
than something more than liamLi is required 
in in v one wherewith to earn a living. It 
ap t s to me that brains are tin important 
fn if in tho wage-earning business. And 
v ■ the supporting of a union I venture to 
i< : hi tlut by far the greater number of 
J . .n who belong to unions join them not 
1 ,i o tlSd they expect to derive benefit by so 
do ii , but because they are iu a measure 
■COmpaUed to do so, or be branded aB black.'- 
legs in' scabs or some othor epithet, equally 
t- i "rising to' the" average workman. The 
fuc is that the most intelligent of working- 
Un.li. iu Wellington, suy that in becoming 
members of a union they simply surrender 
all free, lorn of action, and have to 
go out on strike whenever ordered to 
do so, no matter how well lliey may be satis- 
fied with their work, thair wages or their 
treatment. "Mechanic" says: "It takes 
time and money to successfully carry on a 
union, and these are two things ot which 
Workingnieu generally have none to spate;" 
As regards the workingnieu in Wellington, 
there is no place on this coast where he has 
more time and money both at his command. 
He only works eight hours a day. I mean 
the miner. And how is his time and money 
as a rule employed'/ Very often in carrying 
on agitation ujjainst the interests of his em- 
ployer, which in nine cases nut of ton re- 
coils upon his own head, just as has been 
the caso in this miserable Wellington 
trouble. The strikeis iu Wellington have 
hail lots of tune on their hands, and the 
union in Nanaimo has furnished thorn with 
money —or at any rate has professed to do 
so, and wh it has been accomplished ? 
Suroly, if the miner was to accomplish any- 
thing for wh it he calls the bettering of his 
condition, ho ought to have arrived at 
something satisfactory between now and 
the middle of lust May. Has the woi king- 
man dragged anything from Ins rapacious — 
as "Mechanic" terms him— employer, that 
he would not have secured by other and 
mnrc reasonable terms? Not a single 
paint. Further, "Mechanic" wants a 
union to protect him against "the indi- 
vidual cduipe iiiou of ht'a fellow-workman;" 
Then "Mechanic" simpiy wants to put a 
stopper on all progress, and the world must 
go on and on in the same groove, because 
some poor, miserable, idle, incompetent, 
lazy, diisipiited workingman lags in the 
-race. 

In regard to tho assertion " that em- 
ployers, as a rule, employ the man who will 
work for the loweot wages," it is not so. 
Employers kimw, its a general rule, that it 
lis to their interest to employ the best men 
they call get, an I they know, aiso, that the 
best then e*n be got ouly by paying them 
the highest wages going — wayos being a 
matter always r. gulatcd by supply and de- 
mand. They must be very poor specimens 
•of ivorkingmm hummiiy, indeed, who, on 
this c last, "have to woik for just what," 
Mechanic siys, " will keep soul and buily 
together." 

" Individual workmen," he further says, 
cannot hold out for good wages." Any g o i 
workman, when he is known as such, and, 
at the mine tutu, is a sober, industrious 
find reliable man, can always command the 
highest wage, am I in Wellin gum has al- 
ways done an. I do not, say that any work- 
man who is not skilled in his work can do 
So ; no more do I Bay that tin employer is 
bound to take the individual workingnian's 
own testimony as to his skill. In that ease, 
we would all become skilled workers, which, 
as a matter ot fact, we know is not the 
case. 

Another statement in " Mechanic's " let- 
ter! take except i n to— where he speaks of 
the *' capitalists who scruple not to t ike ad- 
vantage of the position in which the acci- 
dent of birth Ins placed them with refer- 
ence to their less fortunate fellow-men. " I 
know it to be i he case, that the majority of 
ithe labor employing industries in the Dom- 
inion of Canada weie started, built up and 
Are cairied on by mm who owe their posi- 
tion, not to tho accident of birth, but to 
..their own push anil energy, and who had no 
greater a I vantages to begin with than are 
possessed by the average workingman in 
Wellington to-day. ' 

[n conclusion, "Mechunio" Bays " that 
although some abused the power which the 

1 union have given them, that, does not prove 
that the principle of unionism is bad." I 

■ am not aw , re that anyone has ever said that 
the principle of unionism is bad. I, for 

1 one, never Stid so. But this I will say, that 
'liv.vras in nine eases out of ten have abused 
'the powers which such combinations con- 
ferred upon them, and just for this reason 
that they generally put the executive power 
into tho hands of the most noisy and un- 
scrupulous of their members, who are not 
afraid to push themselves to the front, and 
who are, as a general rule, more concerned 
in regard to the grinding of their own axes 
than looking after the best interests of their 
follow workmen 

It may be in order by-jnd-bye to let a 
little light into where the trouble in Wel- 
lington originated, but. I shall wait until the 
several parliamentary committees report to 
the II oiise of Assembly.
